NEW HAVEN. Conn. (UP) — 
Police are inv estigating the dis­ 
appearance of enough Salk polio 
v accine for 1,260 shots, worth thou­ 
sands of dollars ox the b lack mar­ 
ket. 
The v accine, which had b een 
stored in police and health depart- 
meat refrigerators, was reported 
missing Monday. Authoritie.s would' 
not .say that the v accine definitely 
had b een stolen, b ut Mayor Rich­ 
ard C. Lee ordered a complete 
and immediate inv estigaiton. 
"It is missing and unaccounted 
for,” City Health Director Clement 
Batelli said. 
The v accine cost only a little 
more than a dollar per dose b ut 
would b e worth considerab ly more 
on the b lack market.

It was the occurrence of the 
disease among children Inoculated 
with v accine made b y Cutter and 
other drug firms that led to aua- 
penston of the mass immunisation 
program ov er two weeka ago to 
permit safety doub le checks. All 
Cutter v accine has b een withdrawn 
from use for nearly a month pend­ 
ing special analysis. Of 79 pc» t- 
inoculation cases so far confirm« ^, 
59 hav e b een among children who 
were injected with Cutter v accine.

Crop experts hung a “sev ertly 
damaged" tag on Neb raska's wheat 
cr(^. 
Some wheat has b een ab andoned, 
and some used for pasture. 
Benefits in the western two-thirds 
o! the state from recent rjiins and 
cool weather for the most part 
merely offset the ccmtinued deterio- 
ritlon in the east, although tha 
ov er-all net result was a slight Im­ 
prov ement, according to the State- 
Federal Div ision of Agricultural 
Statistics. 
Ab csit 49 per cent of the com 
had b een planted b y last week 
end, compared with 91 per cent at 
the same time a year ago. 
Oats Green 
Most of the oats still is green b ut 
growth has b een retarded. The crop 
will b e late and the present out­ 
look is for a "v ery poor” yield, 
the weekly crop report said. 
Much of the alfalfa has b een har­ 
v ested and this crop, too, is short. 
Tame grass pasture is "extreme­ 
ly short,” b ut pastures in the sgnd 
hilts started to green up a little 
b efore the rain and b y the close of 
last week had greened consider­ 
ab ly. Hard land pastures in west­ 
ern Neb raska aim hav e started to 
green up since the rain, the leport 
added. 
Sev erest Damage 
Sev erest damage to wheat prob ­ 
ab ly has come in the aouthem 
criunties, from Jeffers<m weat to 
Harlan, the experts said. Nuckplli 
and Web ster Countiea appear to 
hav e ab out the least promising 
wheat, although some wheat in cen­ 
tral and northeast N ^raska alao 
has suffered considerab le damage. 
There is spotted wheat damage 
in the western third of the atate 
b ut in general most of the crop 
surv iv ed the dry weather and 
winds b etter than expected. 
Southern Kimb all County wheat 
is a loss. Some of Cheyenne Coun­ 
ty’s wheat was damaged b adly 
b y cutworms and hail. Deuel Coun­ 
ty b oasts perhaps the b est wheat 
in the state althmigh moat of the 
wheat in Box Butte, Dawes and 
Sheridan Counties and southwest 
Neb raska has turned out b etter 
than expected. 
Wheat Fired 
Wheat in eastern Neb raska was 
b y-passed b y recent raina and has 
fired in spots although the outlook 
still is fairly good in extrema east­ 
ern counthis. 
Some e a ^ m Neb raska farmerg 
are holding up com planting b e­ 
cause of dry weather. Rains last 
week delayed planUng in ttie w ttt. 
There still is talk of sb lfUi^ from 
corn to grain aorghum b ecausa of 
the drought. 
The lack of pasture ami short­ 
age a t hay has b een hard on cat­ 
tle producers, the rev iew said. Hay 
prices adv anced sharply m d in 
some cases had to b e mov ed in 
from long distances. Some forced 
selling o i catUe has taken place 
b ut the outlook has b rightenad 
ov er much of the atate since the 
rain.

If you are a mother and hav e a child in 
second or third grade who can’t read and 
spell, you’ll sooner or later go to the schwd 
and complain that your child Isn’t taught the 
letters and sounds. 
You’ll then b e told, one 
way 
or the other, that 
phonics is utterly out of 
date; just wait, and your 
b oy or girl will suddenly 
catch on. 
But if your "hild i.s in 
fir.st 
grade, 
the 
an.swer 
you’ll get will b e consid­ 
erab ly .shorter, .strongly re- 
.semb ling a b rushoff. The 
teacher will tell you, with 
a rather indulgent smile: 
"He 
isn’t 
r e a d y, 
you 
know.” 
When you get to the sub ject of "readiness,” 
you approach the holy of holie.s, the inner 
sanctum of the whole "science” of reading. 
In each of the fat tomes on how to teach 
reading, pages and page.s are filled with pro­ 
found discussions on what make.s a child ready 
for reading, when does he get ready, how to 
tell whether he is or not, how to speed him up 
or slow him down, what to do wifh him b e­ 
fore he gets ready, how to instill readiness, 
how to make it grow, ho’*? to u.se lU, treat it, 
protect it, diagnose it, improv e it, ripen it, and 
direct It. Deep mystery cov ers this 'whole re­ 
condite sub ject, and work has b een going on 
for decades to explore its inner recc.sses. 
\ o Definititm 
One of the "authorities” in fact went .so far 
a.s to dev ote a whole b ook to the sub ject of 
"reading readiness.” 1 went through that whole 


hook in search of a definition of "readiness,” 
b eing sincerely curious to know what was 
meant b y the word. 
But there was no definition to b e found. So, 
since the experts don’t seem ab le to help us, 
I’ll offer my own definition. "Reading readi­ 
ness” mean.s the readiness of the teacher to 
let the child start reading. 
If ev er there was an example of reasoning 
in a v icious circle, this is it. You take a six- 
year-old child and start to teach him some­ 
thing. The child, as often happens, doesn’t 
take to it at once. If you use a common-sense 
approach, you try again and again, exert a

W hatever the dam age to factu al history and 


the homeside peace-and-qu iet, we w ert m ore 


than a little pleased at the com eback m ade by 


M r. David Crock ett. Not even L iberact can 


bpld a candle to Dave when it com es to gracing 
a tu rntable. 
Lost an oppmdu nity go begging, however, 
we feel impelled to fill in a few of the gaps 
between the tim e you ng David k illed his b ’ar, 
if he did, and the point he allegedly seen his 
du ty clear. It’s a m ite too late to m atter mu ch 
to David, bu t it seem s the least we can do. 
Crock ett w as born in 1788 in the Nolachu ck y 
▼alley cd w hat is now Tennessee bu t wae then 
(ask C(Higressman Jcmas) a part (rf Neath C aro­ 
lina. He waa, perhaps by necessity, a handy 
lad with a Icmg rifle and n o i averse to whoop­ 
ing it u p with the boys whenever a who<H> 
seem ed pertinent. 
A fter serving u nder General Jack son In the 
Creek Indian w ars, he u pped and ran for the 
Tennessee legislatu re, got Elected, and w arm ed 


the seat throu gh two term s. L ater, in 1R28, 
he went to Congress, su rvived his first re- 
election test, got bu mped on the second try , 
bu t cam e back strong in 1832. 
When his term ended, he joined the Texans 
in their war against Mexico, was cmt of six 
su rvivors when the smok e had cleared at the 
Alamo, bu t died as the target of a firing acju ad« 
u nder orders of Santa Ana. 
Altogether, you might say Crock ett w as a 
brave, adventu rou a pioneer and patriot who 
served his cou ntry well. His political independ­ 
ence was the cau se of some concern to party 
leaders, bu t he always rated tha gu eat list 
when a ru ck u s w as brewing. 
' 
The cu rrent acclaim is therefort welcome,

reading one, two, three years in the hope that

venient of these devices is the theory that a 
6-or-7-year-old child is u nable to learn how to 
read. 
The idea that a 8-year-old child can’t learn 
fo read is qu ite new, and a pu rely American 
invention.

"R eading readiness" 
Fredsrom 
is one of these term s. 
I am not greatly su rprised that Dr. Flesch 
think s that readiness is ju st a myth. From 
w hat he has said in his earlier chapters, I am 
su re that he sees no need 
ìot readiness to 
read. He assu m es that reading is sim ply a 
m étter of learning the sou nds and sou nding ou t 
the words, with little thou ght given to their 
m eaning. 
Ju st Bein g Prep a red 
For a few m oments, let m e explain what 
we m ean when we u se the expression "read ­ 
ing readiness." There is nothing m ysteriou s 
abou t it. All it m eans is the child’s general 
preparedness for the reading proces.s. physical, 
m ental, social, and emotional. In all of these 
aspects, the part played by the school and the 
part played by Dad and M other is most im ­ 
portant. I will call attention to a few items. 
1. Getting the 
child 
physically 
ready for 
school in general and reading in particu lar is 
of basic im portance. If the child cannot see 
clearly or hear accu rately there will be trou ble 
ahead. Any speech defects are lik ely also to 
he a hindrance. We. in Lincoln, ask for a com­ 
plete physical exam ination as a part of prepa­ 
ration for school. The m atter of being physic­ 
ally ready for school and for reading is not a 
m yth bu t a m atter of real concern. 
Ca reless Sp eech 
2. There tr e tim es when, even thou gh there 
!s no physical im pairm ent, we .still face the 
problem o f -poor habits, e.« pecially in speech. 
Some of these are m erely 
careless speech, 
others are du e to lack of u nderstanding. 
There is a case of the little boy who ask ed 
his m other how to .spell "ponna." A little con­ 
fu sed, his m other ask ed Inni, "W hy do you 
want to spell ‘ponna’?” His reply w.ss. "I am 
writing a story. I already k now how to spell 
‘a,’ and I want to start my story ‘Once a ponna 
tim e!" You see. carefu l pronu nciation of words 
is of considerable valu e as a back grou nd for 
reading. 
Ba b y Ta lk 
As a father, I well rem em ber how preciou s 
was the baby talk of ixir boys, bu t as I think 
in term s of readiness for school I fu lly realize 
the im portance of correct speech. Ju st be­ 
cau se "w a-w a” was Johnny’s first preciou s 
word as he ask ed for w ater does not ju stify the 
continu ance of "w a-w a” as the word for water. 
A contmu ati(» i of baby talk is fine in some 
ways, bu t it is not always the best preparation 
for reading. 
3. There is also the whole m atter of corre­ 
lation between reading and other langu age 
sk ills. A part of the readiness program in­ 
clu des giving children the opportu nity to ex­ 
press 
them selves 
orally, 
to 
enlarge 
their 
vocabu lary, and » o gain confidence in the u se 
of words, both oral and w itte n. Many of the 
readiness activities in school are bu ilt arou nd 
this broad idea. 
4. Next there is the m atter of visu al discrim ­ 
ination. All of the work of m atching, sorting, 
and com paring done in k indergarten and first 
grade is not ju st play. It is designed as a defi­ 
nite part of a reading-readineas prc^ram . 
5. The maWer of left to right eye m ovem ents 


is also Im portant, as is the m atter of handed­ 
ness and eyedness. Becau se we, as adu lts, have 
been reading for so m any years, we forget 
that the child does not always com e to a left 
to right m ovem ent easily. Do you k now that 
the natu ral sweep of the eye is from the center 
ou t? To the left-eyed you ngster, whose natu ral 
sweep is right to left, som etim es the adju st­ 
m ent from left to right is a difficu lt cme. Un­ 
less a natu ral left to right eye sweep is de­ 
veloped, the child is in for lots of difficu lty. 
6. The child’s attitu de tow ard reading is also 
of great im portance. 
The you ngster who is 
eagerly anticipating the experience (rf reading 
is lik ely to be off to 
a ru nning start. Here 
again mu ch can be done in the hom e to de­ 
velop this attitu de. 
Are papers, book s, and 
m agazines read with interest in the home? 
Does learning appear to be fu n? 
Have Dad 
and Mother read to Johnny some of the many 
interesting stories in the beau tifu l children’s 
book s now available? When a qu estion comes 
u p for which there is not a ready answer has 
the fam ily established the practice of, "L et’s 
go look it u p."? There is m u ch m erit in read ­ 
ing to Johnny even after he can do some of the 
reading himself. Stu dying the directiwis for 
the m ak ing of that model airplane m ay have 
m ore im plications than ju st getting the airplane 
pu t together. 
It may help to instill a good 
attitu de to u se reading as a sou rce of inform a­ 
tion. 
An strerin g Qu estio n s 
7. Then there is the m atter of answering the 
thou sands of qu estions which a growing child 
ask s. 
Maybe the answ ers to som e of these 
qu estions can fu rnish a part of the broad basic 
back grou nd for reading. Considerate attention 
to children’s qu estions will certainly help stim ­ 
u late cu riosity and with it the desire for m ore 
inform ation. 
8. Setting the stage so that reading will have 
fu nctional valu e is also im portant for you ng 
children. 
This helps m otivate the desire to 
read. 
When my oldest .son, Pau l, wa.s in the pri­ 
m ary grades, he loved to work with road 
m aps. So one spring, when we w ere plan­ 
ning a trip, we gave him the responsibility 
of planning the rou te to be tak en. He pu t 
together the m aps from three states and traced 
a heavy blu e line showing the roads we were 
to travel. No only did he have a fine ex­ 
perience in reading the road m aps, bu t his 
project gave him an opportu nity for an interest­ 
ing report back lo his schoolmates after the 
trip had been completed. 
This whole experi­ 
ence left him with a good attitu de toward 
reading. 
Firemen & Sq u irrels 
9. To some people that first-grade excu rsion 
or field trip is ju st a waste of tim e. 
How- 
•ve r, the good teacher m ay u se that excu rsion 
as the basis for reading. Children who hav# 
visited the fire station wiU read abou t the 
work of the firem en with mu ch m ore interest 
and mu ch better u nderstanding. 
Sometimes 
as a basis for m otivating reading, we u se 
a film. 
Following the film, the children read 
the sam e general story as was pictu red in 
the film. 
I wish you cwild sec a grou p of 
second-graders tack le the book , "The G ray 
Squ irrel," after the sou nd motion pictu re has 
shown them the life of the gray squ irrel and, 
via the cam era, has tak en them into the gray 
squ irrel's nest. 
Pa rt o f th e Pictu re 
I have n<^ attem pted to pictu re-in detail the 
total program of reading readiness. 
I have 
m erely tried to call attention to a few aspects 
of the problem . 
An interested teacher or any 
parent who has given thou ght *to this whole 
bu siness of reading cou ld go on ahd elaborate 
this list at length. 
This whole bu siness of readiness to read 
is not really a m yth. There are m any things 
that teachers can do. What is m ore, there are 
m any things that dads and m others can do 
in helping to get Johnny off to a ru nning sta rt 
in reading.

The inevitable

Army brigadier, who tu rned u p at

fort. 
Up here in the nmth of Spain 
the salmon fishing ranges from 
poor to spectacu lar, depending en­ 
tirely on the level of the rivers. 
The Deva-Cares. 
the 
Narcea, 
the Eo and the Sella are all fine 
rivers when the caidiUons 
are ‘ 
good. The Deva-Cares produ ces 4 


an average of 1,300 salmmi a year, 
the others somewhat less. 
This 
year the rivers are all low and 
I have been produ cing below the av­ 
erage. 
We spent two days learning the 
Cares as the gu est of Charles 
A. Fu ller of Minneapolis, a veteran 


fly fisherman, who had gotten on 
the river for three days and in­ 
vited u s to fish it with him . In 
two days w e tu rned over bne fta h 
and hcxdted another briefly. 
The next day we were fishing 
a fast stretch on ou r ow*n when 
we hooked a large fish near the 
Ssnmai 
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far bank. Lou d shou ts erf “sahl- 
raohn” echoed u p and down the 
gorge. 
Pablo 
Mitr, 
the 
gillie, 
barked rapid instru ction and the 
“sahl-mohn” headed downstream 
toward 
the 
nerfrest 
pool.

barked both shins and one knee 
racing him down the rocky bank.
